THE PANAMA ROUTE ADOPTED. 
The eenate, as was anticipated, has adopt- 
ed the Spooner substitute for the house bill 
for the construction of an interoceanic canal. 
The amendment, which was carried by a 
vote of forty-two to thirty-four, gives the 
preference to the Panama route, but directs 
the president to build the waterway through 
Nicaragua if it is not possible to secure clear 
title to the Panama company’s rights and 
property and control of territory sufficient 


| for the construction and protection of the 


canal from the republic of Colombia. Sen- 
ator Fairbanks’ amendment providing for a 
bond issue of $130,000,000 to meet the cost 
of construction was adopted, and $40,000,- 
000 was directly appropriated for the pur- 
chase of the property and right of the 
French company. The bond issue will 
equally apportion the cost among some.of 


work. 
The change of opiiion in the senate from 
Nicaragua to Panama began with the pubi- 


Walker commission, explaining that the 
commission had previously reported in favor 
of the Nicaragua route on account of the ex- 
orbitant price asked by the Panama com- 
pany. The house has twice passed the Hep- 
burn bill for a canal at Nicaragua, but this 
was before the Walker commission had an- 
nounced the reason for its first decision and 
before the other testimony which has been 
presented in the senate had been collected, 
There was a considerable minority of the 
house in favor of Panama, beside a fair 
number who voted with the majority with- 
out heving a definite opinion in the matter, 
There ie no objection to the Spooner bill, 
which effectually disposes of the legal dim- 
culties which might result from a bill pro- 
viding outright foracanalat Panama. 
In view of the change of opinion in the 
senate and the additional testimony at hand 
the house will probably concur in the Spoon- 
er bill and the people will have an opportun- 
ity to a long cherished national enter- 
prise begun.

Rudyard. Kipling, like President Roose- 
velt, is not only an advocater but a prac- 
ticer of the strenuous life. This may be 
one of the reasons that inspired his remark 
that Mr. Roosevelt was the ideal American. 
Mr. Kipling has now returned to England, 
but his foot was hardly on his native heath 
before he was in action. 

It has been a matter for much talk in Eng- 
land that Mr. Kipling and his near rela- 
tive, Lady Burne-Jones, widow of Ddward 
Burne-Jones, the famous artist, have radi- 
cally differed from each other on the ques- 
tion ot the Boer war.

‘The reptiblican state convention of Ne- 
braska on Wednesday indorsed the pres 
dent’s message on Cuba and took action 
which was tantamount to censure of Sena- 
tors Dietrich and Millard for their alli- 
ance with the Elkins cabal which is seek- 
ing to injure the president. The senators 
from Nebraska hitherto have based their 
opposition to a reduction on Ouban imports 
on the assumption that they were supported 
by the voters of the state. They have new 
learned that they were mistaken. The re- 
publicans of Nebraska have declared em- 
phatically and without equivocation that 
they favor a reduction in the tariff on im- 
porte from Ouba, 

When the temporary chairman of the con- 
vention declared that Nebraska would sup- 
port Theodore Roosevelt im bis determina- 
tion to carry out the policy toward the 
istand which his predecessor had inaugurat- 
ed, he was interrupted by a storm of ap- 
plause, and then the convention proceeded 
to express in formal resolution the attitude 
of the party toward Cuba ae follows: “ We 
heartily indorse the administration of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt,” and “ we especially com- 
mend the justice and wisdom of his rec- 
iprocity policy with Ouba, as embodied in 
his message to congress.“ | 

‘Letters from the two senators excusing 
their opposition to the administration were 
tabled in silence. Direct censure was only 
prevented as injurious to the organization in 
the state. Mason of Iiinois and Burton 
of Kansas have defied the wishes of their 
constituents expressed in state conventions 
some weeks ago. Will the Nebraska sena- 
tors defy the instructions of their constitu- 
ents, which bave just been given with much 
emphasis?
